Archeological Excavation In Bland County

In June 1970, a group of archaeologists, directed by 
Col, Howard A. MacCord, uncovered an Indian 
village near Bastian, in Bland County. The excava- 
tion showed that the ancient village, about 200 years 
old, consisted of 11 houses and 90 to 100 inhabitants. 
The Indians were thought to have been a peaceful 
tribe and died primarily of disease. Col. MacCord 
said that the importance of the Bland find was that 

it was the oldest and most complete Indian com- 
munity yet unearthed east of the Mississippi River. 
In all, 14 skeletons were recovered and are now 
stored in the state musuem in Richmond.
